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To;  The  Chairman 

and  Members  of  the  Dawlish  Urban  District  Council 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I present  my  Report  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1967,  together 
with  that  of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector. 

During  the  year  the  number  of  live  births  registered  was  eighty-one  and 
the  number  of  deaths  one  hundred  and  twenty-three,  giving  a natural  decrease 
in  population  of  forty-two.  The  Registrar  General's  estimate  of  the 
population  for  1967  showed  an  increase  of  only  ten  and  it  would  appear  from 
this  that  the  influx  of  new  residents  during  the  year  was  only  fifty-two. 

This  figure  is  very  hard  to  reconcile  with  the  tremendous  amount  of  new 
residential  building,  which  has  taken  place.  This  has  resulted  in  an 

increase  in  Rateable  Value  of  some  six  thousand  pounds. 

The  remaining  vital  statistics  do  not  differ  much  from  either  those  of 
the  County  of  Devon  or  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales  and  call  for  no  comment. 

Regarding  the  cause  of  death,  over  half  the  deaths  which  occurred  were 
due  to  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulation.  Twenty-seven  of  the  one  hundred 
and  twenty-three  deaths  were  due  to  cancer  in  one  form  or  the  other  and  it  is 
of  particular  interest  that  seven  males  and  two  females  died  of  cancer  of  the 
lung.  The  incidence  of  this  disease  continues  to  increase  and  despite  the 
well  known  association  between  lung  cancer  and  cigarette  smoking,  it  seems 
that  little  is  being  done  effectively  to  discourage  the  young  from  taking  up 
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this  habit.  In  addition  to  this,  thare  is  almost  irrefutable  evidence 
that  cigarette  smoking  has  a strong  connection  with  other  diseases  of 
the  respiratory  system  and  also  with  coronary  thrombosis.  An  investigation 
into  the  whole  economics  of  cigarette  smoking  would,  one  would  think,  be  well 
worth  while  for  although  there  is  a tremendous  revenue  obtained  from  the 
sale  of  cigarettes,  there  is  also  a vast  amount  of  waste,  both  financial  and 
physical,  which  must  more  than  counteract  the  benefits  to  the  Exchequer, 

During  the  year  1967,  eighteen  cases  of  infectious  diseases  were 
notified  including  nine  cases  of  measles.  Whether  or  not  this  is  an 
accurate  record  of  the  incidence  of  the  disease  is  very  hard  to  tell,  for  it 
is  well  known  that  many  Doctors  do  not  send  in  their  Notification  Certificates, 
except  in  those  infectious  diseases  which  are  regarded  as  of  serious  . 
significance.  However,  one  hopes  that  when  the  new  measles  vaccine  becomes 
more  universally  used,  that  measles  will,  like  poliomyelitis,  smallpox, 
diphtheria,  tetanus,  whooping  cough,  typhoid  and  tuberculosis,  appear  only 
as  a rarity. 

The  facts  regarding  the  low  occurrence  of  infectious  diseases  indicates 
the  success  of  the  campaign  undertaken  by  the  Public  Health  Service  Medical 
Officers  and  Family  Doctors  in  the  prevention  of  these  diseases  by  means  of 
vaccination  and  inoculation.  There  is  no  fame  or  glamour  in  having  seen 
that  thousands  of  doses  of  poliomyelitis  are  given.  The  results  however 
are  far  more  tangible  than  those  obtained  by  the  sensational  procedures  in 
the  realms  of  medicine  and  surgery  of  which  one  reads. 

The  main  achievement  in  the  realm  of  Public  Health,  during  the  year, 
was  the  completion  of  the  Northern  Area  Sewerage  Scheme.  This  Scheme  had 
been  under  consideration  by  the  Council  for  very  many  years  and  I am  pleased, 
therefore,  that  the  right  decision  was  eventually  made  to  proceed  with  it. 

The  duties  of  a District  Medical  Officer  of  Health  are  concerned  with 
environmental  health  and  it  follows  that  with  the  low  incidence  of  infectious 
diseases  that  the  scope  of  his  duties  have  decreased.  In  addition  there  has, 
over  the  years,  been  a gradual  improvement  both  in  the  standards  and  also  in 
the  responsibility  taken  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors,  This  factor  too 
has  resulted  in  a decrease  in  the  call  on  the  services  of  a Medical  Officer 
of  Health.  It  is  only  about  twenty-five  years  ago  that  each  of  the 
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District  Councils  had  its  own  Modical  Officer  of  Health  on  a full  or  part 
time  basis.  My  illustrious  predecessor,  Dr.  H.  B.  Mapleton,  was  employed 
full  time  by  the  Newton  Abbot  Rur;;!  t^nd  Urban  District  Councils  and  I am 
sure  that  he  was  fully  occupied.  Conditions  over  the  years  have  improved 
and  at  the  present  time  only  about  half  of  my  time  is  devoted  to  the  five 
District  Councils  with  whom  I am  associated. 

I should  like  to  thank,  once  again,  the  Chairman,  Councillors  and 
all  members  of  the  staff  for  the  help  and  co-operation  received.

tlr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  eighth  Annual  Report  . to  you 
for  the  year  1967. 

During  the  year  I have  continued  to  maintain  a 100/&  meat 
inspection  service  at  both  the  Private  Slaughterhoiises  in  the  District  and 
continued  vigilance  has  been  maintained  over  the  numerous  food  premises. 

The  year  was  noteworthy  because  of  the  implementation  of  the 
Northern  Area  Sewerage  Scheme.  The  construction  of  sewers  in  the  Dawlish 
V/arren  and  Cofton  Areas  removed  a Public  Health  hazard  that  had  been 
increasing  steadily  since  the  War.  The  nuisances  that  emanated  from 
overfloxiring  cesspools,  inefficient  septic  tanks  and  loading  and  unloading 
of  seiirage  tankers  are  now  a thing  of  the  past  and  an  unpleasant  memory. 

Because  of  main  drainage,  improvements  have  been  possible  at  the  Holiday 
Camps  and  many  have  now  provided  separate  toilet  and  bathroom  accommodation 
to  each  holiday  unit. 

Numerous  families  were  re-housed  to  Churchill  Avenue  from  unfit 
houses  during  the  year,  and  the  subsequent  demolition  of  these  houses  has 
improved  the  air  space  and  natural  lighting  of  the  properties  adjacent. 

Routine  inspections  of  food  premises,  offices,  shops,  factories  etc. 
were  carried  out,  details  being  listed  in  the  body  of  my  report  with  other 
environmental  health  natters, 

I should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the  Council, 
once  again  for  their  unfailing  support  during  the  year.

The  follox^ing  information  has  heen  supplied  by  the  Joint  Engineer  to  the 
South  ¥est  Devon  ¥ater  Board,  I^tr.  ¥.F.  ¥hite,  M.I.C.E.,  M.I.¥.E.,  M. I. Struct. E. 

( a )Source  of  Public  Supply. 

All  the  water  is  obtained  from  the  upland  catchment  area  at  Thorns  and 
augmented  during  the  sximriier  months  from  a lowland  pumped  source  at  Duckaller. 

(b ) Distribution. 

From  both  the  above  sources,  the  supply  is  taken  to  a filtration  and 
storage  plant  at  Burrows  Reservoir  situated  above  the  toxra,  from  xfhence  distribution 
is  made  of  the  treated  X'rater  to  all  parts  of  the  Urban  District. 

Water  is  supplied  to  2,668  dxfelling  houses  x^ith  an  estimated  population 

of  7,820. 

(cVouantitv. 

The  tc  tal  quantity  of  xfater  supplied  up  to  the  31st  December,  196? 
amounted  to  121,168,000  gallons,  an  average  of  300,000  gallons  per  day. 

(d) Quality  of  Supply. 

The  supply  to  the  toxm  is  dosed  vrith  sulphate  of  alumina,  precipitated, 
gravity  filtered  and  the  natxxral  acidity  and  induced  acidity  is  corrected  by  a lime 
dose  folloxjed  by  the  application  of  gaseous  chlorine.  Tlie  protection  of  the 
gathering  ground  and  entry  of  xinauthorised  persons  xfas  given  close  attention. 

2.  WATER  SAMPLING. 

26  samples  of  xfater  \ieve  taken.  2 samples  contained  B.  Coli  in  a 100ml. 
and  xjere  thus  xuisatisfactory. 

3.  SEIVERAGE  AND  SK/AGE  DISPOSAL. 

Sexrage  flows  to  three  Disintegrator  Stations  situated  at  Holcombe,  The 
Railxiray  Viaduct  and  Sea  Lavm.  Tx/o  of  these  disintegrators  are  of  the  continuous 
rotary-drxm  screen  type. 

The  disintegrated  sexrage  from  the  Viaduct  and  Sea  Laxra  Stations  is  taken 
to  sea  by  outfall  near  Black  Bridge.  The  Holcombe  discharge  enters  the  sea  at  a 
position  below  the  rocks  at  Holcombe. 

4.  REFUSE  DISPOSAL. 

Refuse  is  disposed  of  at  the  Council  Tip  situated  at  Shutterton  Bridge, 
Exeter  Road, 

Constant  treatments  were  carried  out  at  the  Refuse  Tip  to  reduce  the  fly 
and  rodent  infestations. 

At  the  end  of  December  there  xiras,  follov/ing  heavy  snow  throughout 
Devon,  a mass  invasion  of  rats  at  the  Refxise  Tip,  Test  baits  estimated  population 
of  1 ,500  rats.
